NOTING OBSERVATIONS. 


In each of the offices connected with the va- 
rious stations is a large, uncolored’ map of the 
United States, known.as Loyd’s Excelsior: The 
namés of the stations,are printed in large red 
letters, and.through each place a small hole is 
punched and an eyelet.inserted. When the re- 
turns come in from any place—say from Cné-y' 
enne—a little ‘standard 1s passed through the 
eyelet at. the location ef: Cheyenne’ on the map. 
This standard holds in place a little strip of card, 
on which is marked the force of the wind, the 
atates of the barometer.and thermometer, as 
shown by the report, and also a small circular 
disk, which shows by 16s. color the state of the 
weather. Black shows thatit is raining at the 
place in question; black and white indicate 
snow ; red, fair weather, and:blue,- cloudy,’ “A 
disk one-fourth bine shows that one-fourth 
the sky is covered -with © clotids, © one 
half blue, that one-half the sky is obscured, &c., 
the proportion of blue on ‘the disk showing the: 
amountof cloud. The samé standard holdsia 
place a little arrow to shew ‘the direction of the 
wind when the observation :was made. ‘In the
